Young Nippon Sees Link
'"PEN or twenty years from now Japan will be one of 

1 the greatest perhaps the greatest of all outside 
factors affecting American progress," Yusuke Tsunimi, 
one of Japan's young political leaders, asserted in a re­ 
cent lecture in the United States.

"Tradition, geography and irresistible social and po­ 
litical forces support this statement," he said. "America 
and Japan, on the opposite shores of a vast ocean, stand 
now upon the threshbld of a new era the Pacific era."

l>r. Tsuniuri referred to the words "grave conse­ 
quences" used by Ambassador Ilanihara of Japan in 
connection with the immigration act, as being in his 
opinion the "exact truth." He also connected the re­ 
sponsibility for the two conflicting tendencies in Jap­ 
anese foreign policies with the names-of two Americans, 
General Le Gendre and General Grant. 

War Civilization's Menace
Dr. Tsuniuri spoke of war as a menace to civilization. 

He said we must not only make use of such agencies as 
the League of Nations and the Washington conference 
for the prevention of war, but we must sincerely face 
underlying problems, namely;.the causes of war.

"Having advanced the thesis that war is a menace 
to   civilization," he said, "1 am impelled by the solemn 
obligation to speak the truth as I see it, to reassert 
with even greater emphasis the contention of Mr. Hani- 

l"hara that the recent immigration bill passed by the 
Congress of the United States and signed under protest 
by President Coolidge has had and will continue to have 
'grave consequences,' not only in Japan but throughout 
the world. This statement, in my opinion, is the exact 
truth. To" grow angry about it is like growing angry 
at storms and earthquakes. It does not mean a threat; 
it does not mean that any intelligent person in Japan 
dreams of going to" war with the United States over 
the immigration act. It means that the immigration 
act marks an epocli in the development of Japanese 
policy, in the conflict of liberal and conservative forces 
in Japan, in the changing psychology of the Japanese' 
people, in the unfolding of the drama of international 
politics, on the Pacific stage in the first instance and 
on the world stage finally.

Visions of Closer Union
"If I may be allowed to anticipate, I will venture to 

say that throughout this story, from the beginning to 
the latest cable, the United States of America has 
played an important role in our development one which 
is destined to be even more impressive in the future. 
Ten or twenty years from now Japan will be one of 
the greatest perhaps the greatest of all outside fac­ 
tors affecting American 'progress. Tradition, geography 
and irresistible social and political forces support this 
statement. America and Japan, on the opposite shores 
of a vast ocean, stand now upon the threshold of a 
new era the Pacific era.

"What I have said implies, no claim that these two 
nations are important to the exclusion of all other 
nations. Nor would 1 recklessly suggest that Japan's 
importance is equal to that of the United States. My 
thought is merely that .these two nations, as time passes, 
will come in contact more and more, and that relation­ 
ships closer than ever before will grow up between 
them."
